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Making the New Book Collectors 


By George 


HERE are a few cases in which one 

may say that from one thrilling mo- 

ment he became a book collector 
when before he had been but a reader. But 
generally one is a book collector some time 
before he recognizes it—like being in love, 
I am told. 

Few of the great 
book collectors start- 
ed out with the idea 
of becoming great 
collectors. Most of 
them bought books 
promiscuously on 
the principle of the 
picture-buyer who 
says “I know what 
I like.”’ Indeed, the 
man who says that 
he will have only an immaculate copy of 
the first issue of the first edition, in original 
binding, with all the “points,” and begins 
his collecting with that goal of perfection 
before him, to be reached at a single bound, 
is not likely ever to become a great collector 
unless he has an unlimited purse, and even 
then he is going to miss a lot of the fun 
of collecting. 

Two of the greatest book collectors cf 
all time, the late J. Pierpont Morgan and 
Henry E. Huntington, became book col- 
lectors for the fun of it. Both men of 
large affairs and large fortunes, when their 
battles of finance were over they sought 
recreation of a sane and healthful sort. 
Both lovers of books from boyhood, their 
attention was naturally directed toward 
the forming of private libraries. Mr.

Morgan first became interested in sub- 
scription sets, limited editions, ornate bind- 
ings. Later he began to gather books of. 
royal or illustrious provenance, then old 
books beautiful in themselves, and this 
pursuit brought him in contact with early 
printed literature 
and with — illumi- 
nated manuscripts. 
Soon _ his library 
reached a point 
where it became 
more than a pastime 
and he was fortu- 
nate in securing a 
librarian whose 
knowledge and 
sound judgment gave 
intelligent direction 
to his collecting and who is in no small 
measure responsible for the magnificent 
and well-rounded collection now known as 
the J. Pierpont Morgan Memorial Library. 

With Mr. Huntington the case. was 
slightly different. He had arrived at the 
meridian of life, had ample wealth and was 
in a position to retire from business. ““Now 
I am going to have some fun,” he told a 
friend on his fiftieth birthday. Without 
any other plan than the formation of a 
library which should be useful, beautiful, 
valuable and with a historical background 
he began buying whole libraries. As his 
collecting increased and as famous collec- 
tions like the Chew, Church, Christie-Mil- 
ler, Bridgewater and others came into his 
possession the Huntington library, with the 
assistance of Dr. George Watson Cole, the 
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accomplished bibliographer, took on its 
present magnificence. 

Herschel V. Jones of Minneapolis, 
whose books sold at Anderson’s a few years 
ago bringing something like half.a million 
dollars, dates his book collecting from the 
‘time of buying a copy of the first edition 
of Browning’s ‘““The Inn Album.” There 
seemed to be something alluring in the 
title of “first edition,’ and he kept on buy- 
ing them until he had six hundred. These 
were sold and he entered upon the 
Dickens-Thackeray stage of - collecting. 
These books went out when he caught the 
fever of the collector of Elizabethan lit- 
erature, and he then began forming a col- 
lection with the deliberate intention of 
selling it when he had 2000 books and had 
reached the age of sixty. It contained 
many books, like modern first editions, of 
no great value, -but they were books he 
liked. His first condition was more than 
met before the second was fulfilled, and in 
1916-17 these books were sold for a total 
of $391,854.60 or an average of $226.11 
per lot which at that time had never been 
exceeded at auction. A “Later Library” of 
Mr. Jones, consisting almost wholly of 
great rarities of early English literature, 
brought $137,000 more. Twice Mr. Jones 
has announced his intention of giving up 
book collecting altogether—which he finds 
easier said than done. 


How They Got Started 


John L. Clawson of Buffalo bought a 
Napoleon letter in France to please his 
young son, gathered a few related books 
and began, as he says, to think he was a 
book collector. He, too, bought “what he 
liked” until he had gathered a great collec- 
tion of all classes of literature. But it had 
no system, and a reading of the catalogs 
of other libraries convinced him—he had 
then acquired considerable early English 
literature—that a well-selected library 
along a special line would have a distinc- 
tion which a general library would never 
possess. As a result, in eight years, after 
selling his later English literature he has 
formed one of the finest private libraries 
in the country of early English literature, 
altho it numbers only about a thousand 
volumes. 

William Harris Arnold told, in his de- 
lightful, “Ventures in Book Collecting” 


‘next generation being made? 
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how he came to be a book collector. En- 
gaged in the business of selling new books, 
he had never been attracted by the old and 
rare. Even a membership in the Grolier 
Club left him apathetic, altho he admits 
that the talk there may have affected him 
subjectively. It was not until the C. B. 
Foote sale of first editions that his interest 
in collecting was awakened and he began 
buying first editions for himself. Some- 
what different was the case of Beverly 
Chew, whose innate love of books was so 
great that ‘he could’ not help becoming a 
collector. 


The Three Great Points About the 

Course at Harvard 
But how are the book collectors of the 
Are the 
young men and young women of today 
taking an interest in collecting the precious 
literature of the past? ‘The answer, I[ 
think, is to be found largely in the college 
bookshops. Harvard University owes its 
magnificent Widener Memorial collection 
to the fact that Henry Elkins Widener, 
as a young collector, received in that in- 
stitution the intelligent and helpful direc- 
tion which made him one of the great 
collectors of modern times. He was for- 
tunate, too, in having the assistance of a 
Philadelphia dealer—Dr. Rosenbach’s 
name ought to be mentianed—who assisted 
him not only in securing the books which 
he sought, but aided him in keeping his 
collecting in certain definite and well- 
planned lines. 

The institution of a Harvard course 
dealing with the printed book in all its 
phases, under the direction of George 
Parker Winship, librarian of the Henry 
Elkins Widener Memorial Collection of 
Harvard University Library, has done 
more than any other one thing, I think, 
toward making the Harvard book col- 
lectors of the future. Not all the men who 
attend this course will form great book 
collections, but a considerable proportion 
of them probably will. The three things 
which give backbone to the course at 
Harvard are: First, a fairly thoro under- 
standing of the whole course of procedure 
from the preparation of the manuscript, the 
decision as to style and details, composi- 
tion, proof-reading and press-work to bind- 
ing and even to marketing, with an ex- 
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planation (so far as anybody can tell) of 
the reasons why some books sell well and 
others do not; Secondly, the consideration 
of books before the invention of printing, 
the invention and its spread, the historical 
aspects of book production and the devel- 
opment of the modern type and format and 
the business of bookmaking from the work 
of Jenson, Aldus and the Elzevirs; 
Thirdly, the study of the refinement of 
printing in our day—William Morris to 
Essex House, Bodoni to Doves, Strawberry 
Hill to Ashendene, Chiswick to Merry- 
mount, Tory to Rogers. . 


The World of Collectors 


The course is fundamentally a dilettanti 
course, not designed to make printers or 
booksellers, or even collectors with a view 
to the investment involved in rare books, 
but to acquaint the undergraduate with 
».some’of the refinements of life and in- 
troduce them to the possibilities of a fire- 
side relaxation for later years. 

Probably the greatest service that Mr. 
Winship accomplishes in this course is to 
put book collecting on a sound basis of 
general and special knowledge by introduc- 
ing the boys to the world of collectors and 
showing them that book collectors are well 
worth knowing from every point of view. 
Mr. Winship treats the printed book his- 
torically, bibliographically and mechanic- 
ally, altho there is nothing mechanical 
about Mr. Winship’s lectures. He puts in 
the way of the boys a few books about 
books which may appeal to them. “The 
Amenities of Book Collecting” is one of 
these and is always in demand. Recently 
William Harris Arnold’s “Ventures in 
Book Collecting’ has been supplied and 
proved no less popular. The rare books 
in the Widener library are accessible to 
those who can make good use of them. 

The reading in the course aims primarily 
to introduce the students to books of which 
they would not ordinarily hear, such as 
Benton’s privately printed “Baskerville,” 
the Grolier Club’s “Whittingham” the 
Bibliographical Society’s ‘‘Verard,” the 
Riverside Press’ “Geoffrey Tory,” Percival 
Merritt’s privately printed “Walpole,” the 
Metropolitan Museum exhibition cata- 
logs, the Club of Odd Volumes’ ‘Cax- 
ton” and the Caxton Club’s “Frankfort 
Book Fair.” 
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Furthermore, Mr. Winship, whose 
multifarious duties as librarian do not 
prevent him from doing a vast amount of 
work for the Bibliographical Society of 
America, the Club: of Odd Volumes and 
other organizations upon whose commit- 
tees he is a useful member, enlists a prom- 
ising undergraduate as assistant in these 
outside labors. Here the student learns 
much that he would not learn in class, and 
his enthusiasm is awakened and his interest 
given wise direction. 

The percentage of potential rare book 
collectors in these classes is notably high, 
because Mr. Winship starts every year 
with about half the class made up of young 
men who presumably will inherit valuable 
libraries of rare books. Mr. Winship — 
shows these boys that it is just as much 
fun to know the fine. points of a ten- 
thousand-dollar book as it is to know those 
of a ten-thousand-dollar steeplechaser or 
motor car. They find out that the men 
who know such books belong to their home 
clubs, while at the same time the democ- 
racy of bookdom has the prestige of learn- 
ing with none of the conceit of the aca- 
demic highbrow. They are shown that the 
life histories of books is not less interest- 
ing than the life histories of persons. It 
does not take the student long to learn that 
book collecting, far from being a dry as 
dust affair, is a fascinating pursuit. That 
the course is thoroly appreciated by at least 
one of its former members is proved by 
the fact that for two years past he has 
annually sent a check for fifty dollars 
from the place in South America where he 
has a job, to be paid by Mr. Winship for 
a book to be given to the member of the 
year’s class who, in the opinion of the 
librarian, is “getting the most out of it.” 


The Brick Row Bookshop 


At Yale, where there is no such course 
as at Harvard, some of the instructors in 
English literature point out to the student 
that it is desirable to study the text in 
some good old edition of a book which is 
under consideration in class. The student’s 
attention is called to an earlier edition 
which can be secured at a low price. If he 
has any collecting instinct he soon wishes 
to see the first edition and notes not only 
its textual differences but becomes possessed 
of a desire to own it. From the latest 
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annotated edition of Pope’s “Rape of the 
Lock” he may go to the London edition of 
1896 with the illustrations by Beardsley, 
and from this take either the road which 
leads to Pope’s first edition of 1714 or that 
which takes him to Beardsley’s “Morte 
d@’Arthur” and a study of that artist’s 
work. - 

The college bookshop which caters espe- 
cially to the young collectors of rare and 
fine books is a modern institution. To E. 
Byrne Hackett of the Brick Row Book 
‘Shops at Yale and Princeton must be al- 
‘lowed great credit as a pioneer in a field 
which is becoming more and more recog- 
nized as worth tilling. The Brick Row 
-Book Shop started at New Haven by him 
catered from the first to those who loved 
rare and fine books.: It was the place where 
thoughtful young book lovers gathered to 
find those early editions which had been 
called to their notice. They did not merely 
come in and ask for a book, purchase it and 
go out. They lingered to talk with the 
booksellers or among themselves about the 
books they found on the shelves. Every 
student who came was a potential, and 
often, as it proved, a serious book collector. 
So the business expanded and with it the 
circle of college book collectors. ‘Two men 
whose libraries are now among those which 
can fairly be reckoned as of outstanding 
quality own that their first impulse came 
from the literature course and later the 
Brick Row Book Shop at New Haven. 
Mr. Hackett later answered the call to 
New York, but did not forget his shop at 
Yale, and it was not long before the col- 
lege men at Princeton were asking him to 
set up one of his Brick Row Book Shops 
in the New Jersey College town, where 
much the same method of stimulating book 
collecting is followed as is in vogue at 
Yale. 


Dunster House Bookshop 


Harvard has been particularly fortunate 
in having in the Dunster House Bookshop, 
an institution which provides an excellent 
post-graduate course for Mr. Winship’s 
classes. Mr. Firuski, its proprietor, had a 
year at Yale with Mr. Hackett before he 
started on his own, so that Dunster Hous: 
‘is really a third of a Yale-Harvard-Prince- 
ton group. Mr. Firuski has the advantage 
of being attached to a single interest, and 
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he has adapted his methods to the social 
habits he finds at Cambridge. He has done 
this with consummate skill and thus has 
built up a really strong group of young 
collectors who rely largely upon him after 
they get away from college. His best 
characteristic is that he has insisted that the 
customer shall have a real interest in the 
book he buys, know why he is buying it 
and why he wishes to own that particular 
book, which is a very far-sighted policy in 
a business way. His shop carries out the 
idea that Mr. Winship has instilled into 
the minds of those in his classes, that the 
aristocracy of books creates a real democ- 
racy. Dunster House is a genuine book 
club for Harvard men, open to any who 
have a liking for books, rich and poor 
meeting on a perfect equality. They may 
buy or not, as they please, but are made 
to feel that they are at home with liberty 
to use the open shelves. 


Advantages of the Young Collector 


The young collector, at the outset does 
not require a large amount of money, but 
he does require enthusiasm. He may be 
chilled at the start by observing the rare 
books that other people have in their li- 
braries and which he has only a faint hope 
of ever possessing. But let him begin with 
the things that give him pleasure in own- 
ing. From the beginning he will have 
satisfaction with his own _ collections. 
There are thousands of libraries formed 
on the model of other people’s libraries, 
but they do not give half the satisfaction 
of one which is the result of the owner’s 
initiative. Gabriel Wells, the New York 
dealer, tells a highly instructive anecdote 
of a man, who had never purchased a rare 
book, going into a New York bookstore 
and buying a fine collection of high class 
“collectors’ books” in a single order which 
amounted to something like $50,000. “That 
happened seven years ago and the man is 
not known to have bought a single book 
since. Even the poorest collector must pity 
such a man. The beginner who makes a 
start along some line in which he is inter- 
ested, whether it be Americana, Dickens, 
ships or tin plates, does not need the spur 
of emulation. His own acquisitions will 
lead to the desire for more. Then, too, as 
his collection grows, he will begin to dis- 
criminate. Before he has reached a point 
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where his collection has taken definite form 
and limits he will have made the ac- 
quaintance of other collectors and of 
dealers from whom he will learn much— 
including much to avoid. He will learn 
to discriminate between editions and come 
to understand the monetary value of a 
misprint and know the distinction between 
bound and uncut copies. By this time he 
will be on the highroad toward becoming 
a book collector. Book collecting is one of 
those pursuits in which the chase of the 
fox gives greater satisfaction than the kill- 
ing. Few are likely to bring their col- 
lections to such an approximation to per- 
fection that they have no more zest in the 
game. Catalogs and ‘“‘browsing”’ in second- 
hand bookshops will furnish endless 
diversion and a liberal education to the 
young collector. ‘There are always the 
chances of finding a treasure that has got 
into the ten-cent box by mistake or the 
rarity concealed in a bundle of junk. Once 
he has become a frequenter of the book- 
shops, the undergraduate should find a 
friend in the bookseller, who, if he is wise, 
not only supplies his wants but keeps him 
from buying what he actually does not 
want. The colleges everywhere are taking 
a greater interest in the undergraduate 
who manifests a real liking for books. 
“Required Readings” are all right for the 
majority, but not all instructors will take 
the trouble to see that the student whose 
wants reach beyond required readings is 
supplied with what he wants. In those 
institutions where this urge is recognized 
the way is easily cleared for the making of 
the future book collector. 

It seems to me that in many of our 
larger college towns here is an opportunity 
which should be grasped by some alert 
young man with some knowledge of book 
rarities and of bookselling in general. Not 
all universities are within easy reach of the 
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great libraries of rare books or of the book- 
shops where rare and old books are sold. 
In such cases the catalogs of the rare book 
dealers only rarely get into the hands of 
the undergraduate who would be inter- 
ested. Even if they do, the undergraduate 
does not readily go to the trouble of buying 
by mail. In the case of a novel it is a 
simple thing to remit and receive the book. 
If the book is old and rare the prospective 
customer wants to see the book itself, to 
examine it for its “points” and to know its 
condition. In the buying from a distant 
city this involves correspondence, charges 
“with the privilege of examination,” and 
the bother of remittances and expenses, 
whereas if the book is placed directly be- 
fore him, he knows at once whether or not 
he wants it. Furthermore, buying from a 
local dealer who understands his business 
gives him an opportunity to meet men of 
his own kind and tastes. 

The university rare book shop must be 
something of a club. The success of those 
at Harvard, Yale and Princeton points 
the way to young and ambitious booksel- 
lers who would make an independent place 
for themselves. In any university town 
they would soon gather in their bookshops 
not only the professors and the under- 
graduates of the local institution, but all 
who are interested in rare books. This 
would soon create an atmosphere in which 
the seed of book collecting would thrive 
and grow, and the successful bookstore 
would not only have its local clientele, but 
a following among the alumni, who had 
come to know the university bookstore 
during their college days, and would still 
look to it for help in forming their col- 
lections. There are many universities, es- 
pecially in the West, which would extend 
a glad hand to the pioneer in this line of 
university bookselling. 
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A Boston School of Bookselling 


Simmons College Starts First Complete Course 


Tp curriculum for the fall opening at 
Simmons College, Boston, will contain 
provision fora course in bookselling to be 
connected up with the one year course in 
library science. ‘This announcement has 
just been made by President Lefavour and 
June R. Donnelly, director of the School 
of Library Science. Mr. Rabe, manager of 
the bookshop of the College and active in 
the development of the College Bookstore 
Association, has been giving book-trade 
assistance in the planning. Simmons Col- 
lege, founded in 1899 to provide practical 
advanced courses for women, has now a 
national reputation for the efficiency and 
thoroness of its training, and such a course 
could not be started under happier auspices. 

Admission to the course will be open to 
those who have an academic degree from a 
recognized college or at least three years of 
academic college credit. These require- 
ments are the same as those for the regular 
library course. The year from September 
to June is divided into three terms, and in 
the first two terms the preparation both for 
library positions and for bookstore positions 
will be practically identical, tho the teachers 
will have in mind the fact that the knowl- 
edge gained is to be applied in two different 
fields by those studying. 

A complete differentiation will begin 
with the third term, when, as is the present 
practice, all students go into the field for 
two weeks, the bookselling group going into 
bookstores instead of into libraries for as 
much practical work as they may be able 
to arrange for. After this experience, the 
course for the two groups will cover such 
subjects as “The Book and Its Making,” 
“Reference Work,” and “Children’s Litera- 
ture.” Besides this, those who have now 
decided definitely to gq toward the book- 
selling field will be given a distinct set of 
courses with four lecture periods a week, 
with the usual required preparation time 
and an auxiliary course of five hours a week 
for visiting and practical study work espe- 
cially adapted to bookselling needs. The 
courses in advanced cataloging and library 


economy are omitted to make room for these 
new studies. “There are, in the secretarial 
school of the College, good courses in 
accounting which may be inserted in the 
first term if this proved practical. It will 
be very important to the success of such an 
undertaking, of course, to prove that this 
training is of practical importance to the 
student in obtaining a position in booksell- 
ing, and for this reason not so much differ- 
entiation may be made between the two 
courses as will be the case in later years 
if the thing is so successful that it is more 
thoroly worked out. 

‘The experience of the course at the Col- 
lege of the City of New York has been 
carefully studied, and Mr. Huebsch, as 
chairman of the Committee on Education 
of the National Association of Book Pub- 
lishers, has been in contact with President 
Lefavour in studying the possibilities of 
such development. The New York course 
at present consists of sixteen double periods, 
or thirty-two periods, while there will be at 
least forty specifically book periods in the 
Simmons College course and many others 
beside on subjects that are now a part of 
the College of the City of New York’s 
sixteen. Complete details as to the program 
of study will be announced later, and it is 
hoped that the book-trade will give con- 
tinued support to this very important and 
significant announcement. 


First Editions Sold for Dimes 


MANY tales are told among bookmen 

of rare first editions being picked up 
for ten cents or less. The tales gain in 
lustre and wonder as they are retold so that 


.the sale of some 100 first editions at about 


10 cents a copy will hardly seem important. 
This occurred, nevertheless, in Astoria, 
N. Y., on March 11 when some 100 
“firsts” were stolen from the library of 
Ruth Lawrence, writer and authority 
on American History. Later in the day 
they were hawked about the streets by boys 
at ten cents each. 
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Canadian Copyright Bill Gets 
a Hearing 


"THE first full hearing on the proposed 

revision of Canadian copyright law was 
held before a committee of the House on 
March 1oth, and authors, publishers and 
printers clashed in the discussion. The 
chief discussion lies, of course, around the 
licensing clauses which make it necessary 
for a book by an American or Canadian 
author to be manufactured in Canada in 
order to avoid the possibility of a licensed 
Canadian edition being issued without the 
consent of the author. 

The printers were strongly represented 
in fayor of the present system; the Cana- 
dian National Newspaper and Periodical 
Association expressed strong approval of the 
plan; the Canadian book publishers believed 
that the present bill should be kept until it 
has been given a full chance; and the Cana- 
dian Authors’ Association was represented 
in strong protest as backers of the new bill. 
Stephen Leacock made a spirited attack on 
the law which placed outside of the 
author’s control the question of the terms 
on which editions should be printed. 


Convention Program for the 
Illinois Bookseller 
Ts Illinois Booksellers’ and Station- 


ers’ Association meets this year at La 
Salle from “Tuesday, May 5th, to 
Thursday, May 7th. The Association has 
a broad program and this tenth annual>- 
convention will be one of unusual import- 
ance. The president of the Association is 
W. C. Miner of Miner’s Bookstore, 
Macomb, and the secretary and treasurer is 
W. C. Jacquin, 321 Main Street, Peoria. 
It is intended that this year’s convention 
shall be built around educational lines and 
with much open discussion. Book pub- 
lishers and stationery manufacturers are 
invited to have exhibits, and a hall with 
about forty tables has been arranged for. 
The object of the Illinois Association is 
to bring members closer together, to diffuse 
reliable information, to procure uniformity 
in trade customs, to act between members 
in matters of controversy, and to perform 
any act pertaining to the trade not in con- 
flict with the law that applies to such 
associations. 
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Among the many immediate aims are to 
reduce transportation costs for the dealer 
by collected shipments, to maintain a 
fair margin of profit for every dealer 
and to lend assistance against price-cutting, 
to secure educational assistance on an organ- 
ized plan for the sales people, to clear up 
the status of the Illinois textbook law, to 
simplify book stocks of both fiction and 
non-fiction in relation to turnover and de- 
livery, to take up the question of terms and 
discounts as they affect stocking and over- 
stocking, to study the problems of the small 
dealer in obtaining books on publishing 
dates. 

The Association has had a hundred per 
cent growth during the past year, and has 
had very valuable help from the University 
of Illinois, whose research department has 
been making special investigation into book- 
store problems.

Where the Profit Is 
MONG tthe many lessons that book- 


sellers may learn from the experi- 

ence of department stores with their 
elaborate studies into store technique is the 
fact that profits may be increased by know- 
ing in just what section of the store the 
profits lie. A modern department store is 
not satisfied with having general figures 
from its department, but it so subdivides 
the business that the managers can tell ex- 
actly just what line of goods is producing 
rapid sale and good profits, at what time 
of the year it is producing this sale, and 
then study how the profitable business may 
be best increased. “The same investigation 
will serve to point out just what types of 
stock may be stable but very much needed 
for the rounding out of the business and 
whose sale cannot be much increased by any 
amount of special effort. With all the 
facts in hand, the allocation of space, pub- 
licity and sales effort can be so regulated 
as to produce the greatest amount of serv- 
ice to the customers in the least possible 
time. 

Do not booksellers need this same kind 
of information. "The manager needs to 
know just what part of his sales are fiction 
sales, how many customers are served at 
the fiction section; what the seasonal fluc- 
tuation is; he needs to know what the 
actual monthly sale of reprint fiction is and 
whether it has an ebb and flow by month; 
he needs to know exactly about the Bible 
sale, where it increases normally and 
where it may be increased by special 
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effort; what is the story in regard to 
dictionaries as compared with, let us say, 
essays, or cook books as compared to his- 
tories, picture books as compared to story 
books in the children’s department, etc. 
The more exact the facts, the better can 
be the preparation to meet the public’s 
natural demands, and, if these opportuni- 
ties are adequately met, there will be 
enough margin of time and attention to 
give to the staples which must be added 
to make a well-rounded business. It is 
doubtful whether a book that can only be 
sold once in six months is a good thing for 
the bookseller, and yet it is the real store 
keeper who can judge when to discontinue it. 


Standardized Prices 
HE United States Chamber of Com- 


merce, following the conference in 

Washington in February with the 
American Fair Trade League, has appointed 
a Conference Committee of three to meet 
with a similar committee of the Fair Trade 
League to consider a plan whereby the in- 
terest of the Chamber in standardized prices 
can be demonstrated. At the February 
conference, with nearly all the directors 
contributing to the discussion, all spoke in 
favor of the bill for retail price control. 
It was brought out from the discussion that 
the United States is the only country in the 
world where such rights are denied. ‘The 
Fair Trade League is not backing any 
particular one of the four measures now 
pending, but is ‘promoting the general 
principle involved in all of these. The 
costly and ineffective price war which is 
going on between Macy’s and Hearn’s in 
New York at the present time, at a loss to 
both interests and with no help to the 
public, gives added emphasis to the fact that 
such legislation is of real importance to the 
public as well as to the trade.

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New Stamps Ready in April 


WO new stamps are being prepared 

by the Post Office Department, a 

Ic. stamp and 1c. stamp. The 
latter will bear the picture of President 
Harding, but the design of the former has 
not been decided. These stamps have been 
made necessary by the change in rates on 
third-class matter. 

Publishers and booksellers will have to 
be careful in their mailing arrangements 
after April 15th, as all circulars will re- 
quire 1%4c. postage for each 2 oz., and the 
limit of weight in this class is now 8 oz. 
instead of the former 4 lbs. Catalogs, it 
should be carefully noted, can be still 
mailed at 1c. for 2 oz. This will include 
Books of the Month, the Book Review, 
and other catalogs of that class. The other 
changes that must be carefully noted are 
that all private post-cards will be 2c., tho 
the government post-cards will be still 1c., 
and on every package of parcel post an 
extra 2c. must be added after having 
estimated the rates at the current figure.

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Book Epidemics—Why They Come and Go 


Awarded First Prize in Cross Word Puzzle Contest 


By Miriam Herron 


HE book epidemics which ravage a 

whole country are the result of the 

human imitative instinct, coupled 
with and encouraged by clever advertising 
on the part of publishers and booksellers. 
America is good ground for book fads, since 
the culture of the people is mobile and 
plastic, ready to embody new features which 
would not be adopted by an older and more 
conservative nation. Fashion increases in 
variability with the civilization of a people. 
The savage distrusts change, but the civil- 
ized man craves the mental stimulus of 
new and vivid impressions. 

According to psychologists, the crowd 
imitates those of prestige until a fad or idea 
has spread to a certain proportion of the 
public. ‘Then the operation is reversed— 
those higher up forsake the fad, and it 
gradually wanes until sooner or later it 
either dies out entirely or is merged with 
previous ideas and customs. So it was that 
certain highbrows took up the reading of 
spiritualism and later of psychoanalysis. 
Consequently books on those subjects be- 
came best sellers—and the intellectuals fled 
to Coué. The modes of the moment are 
for the crowd, while the few and distin- 
guished choose their reading independently 
of what others are reading. However, the 
taste of the crowd is a reflection of what 
the leaders read six months before. 

Variations in reading correspond with 


changes of humor, and these are the result 


of facts, great and small. The World War 
brought on an epidemic of war books which 
flooded the libraries and bookstores. As 
soon as the peace treaty was signed, war 
books were dead stock. Only recently has 
a normal interest in them returned. Margot 
Asquith’s “Autobiography” started a fad 
for current society biography, preferably 
risqué. Every politician and court hanger- 
on donned the disguise of anonymity and 
proceeded to clean the dark corners of 
society. “That sort of muck raking, fortu- 
nately, has lost favor, and we have returned 
to Walter Page, Mark Twain and sanity. 


As a stimulant to the trade, book epi- 
demics perform a very obvious function. 
‘They are fostered by publishers, authors, 
booksellers,—in fact, by all who live by the 
trade. Very often, advertising alone 
creates a fad or keeps it alive by constant 
emphasis. Of course, the successful pub- 
lisher is the one who manages to choose the 
kind of book which happens to have time 
and place value. With this psychological 
appeal, a clever advertising campaign will 
put over an otherwise unnoticed book. 
Daisy Ashford and her “Young Visiters” 
received so much publicity that she was 
followed by the wonder child, Opal, and a 
whole host of other infant prodigies. E. 
M. Hull introduced the Sheik to literature, 
and his whole family followed, including 
his cousins and his aunts. O’Brien’s suc- 
cess with South Sea books produced many 
imitators until they were finally silenced by 
that super-traveler, Dr. Traprock. 

Book epidemics are not new. Fashion in 
all ages has controlled literature so that a 
poet or novelist is either the rage or for- 
gotten. In mediaeval literature, the modes 
of allegory were highly esteemed. The 
modern taste for stark reality is in direct 
contrast to that fashion. In the later days 
of Greece, the study of Homer became an 
affectation. Dio Chrysostom tells of a visit 
made to a colony on what is now the 
Dnieper river in Russia in which nearly all 
could read the Iliad. The euphuists of the 
sixteenth century and Carlyle in the nine- 
teenth century with his cant of “hatred of 
shams” inspired fads or poses in literature. 

Styles in children’s books likewise have 
undergone a change. It is a far cry from 
the time of Miss Edgeworth’s moral tales 
of “Eyes and No Eyes” and “Waste Not, 
Want Not” to the Diamond Dick paper 
backs and the Elsie Dinsmore series beloved 
in our own childhood. Not any less varia- 
tion is seen between the “safe” little-child- 
shall-lead-them stories of a few years ago, 
at which the modern child would mock, and 
“The Story of Mankind” or the “Roota- 
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baga Stories” which are now justly popular 
with juvenile readers. 

To whom we are indebted for the cross- 
word puzzle fad has not been exactly deter- 
mined. Whether it proves to be Simon and 
Schuster or the New York World, at least 
we are grateful to the agency which has 
made household words of the “ort,” the 
“oaf” and the “three-toed sloth.” The 
puzzles have both the psychological appeal 
and the effective advertising; so they could 
not help becoming a mania. ‘The cross- 
word puzzle offers mystery at the beginning 
and promises victory at the end, therefore 
it is natural that few can withstand its 
lure. The publishers of crossword puzzle 
books, in league with dictionary and 
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thesauri publishers, have widely advertised. 
As a result, the newspaper of the smallest 
hamlet is not complete without its puzzle 
corner. ‘Teachers use them to instruct our 
youth in such varied subjects as Latin and 
engineering. Ministers inveigle their con- 
gregations with a text concealed in cross- 
words. So far, few dissenters have arisen. 
Tho many come to scoff, they remain to 
puzzle. A writer in the Literary Review 
urges us to “return to the sterner interest of 
biography, history, and literature,” but his 
is a voice crying in the wilderness. History 
ever repeats itself; so work your puzzles 
while ye may—the fad is not eternal. 
Shortly the crossword will be relegated to 
the limbo of ping pong and kewpies.

instinct is very strong in the Ameri- 

can people. The impulse to do what 
others are doing is almost irresistible. Ideas 
of right and wrong are often based upon 
matters of style and custom rather than 
upon a reasoned observance of the conse- 
quences of certain courses of action. ‘The 
same motive that causes a man extreme 
embarrassment when he appears in a bus- 
iness suit on an occasion when the major- 
ity are in Tuxedos is the ruling cause be- 
hind every book epidemic, as well as simi- 
lar fads or crazes in other fields. 

The fact that humanity is subject to these 
sudden enthusiasms for certain things is 
evidenced by the use of the expression “the 
latest craze” or “the latest fad.” The term 
“craze” in such a connection has a highly 
significant meaning. There are such “fads” 
or ‘‘crazes” in clothes, in jewelry, in music, 
in dancing, in art, in almost every form of 
human activity. How could it be expected 
that books and reading could escape the 
scourge of fadism? 

It is only fair to say, however, that 
literary crazes, as far as individual books 
are concerned, are seldom so widespread as 
they were in the days when the furore of 
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“The Heavenly ‘Twins,’ “Ships That Pass 
In the Night” and ‘“Trilby” swept over the 
country. These books were talked about 
and discussed pro and con in a way that 
never happens to a book nowadays. 

During a period that one of these books 
held public attention, comparatively little 
heed was paid to any other book. The 
craze swept over the country with the 
fierceness of a forest fire, and when its fury 
was spent, the book that caused all the 
excitement, was seldom heard of more. The 
public fancy seized upon something else to 
make it the plaything of an hour. 

While crazes are seldom so all prevailing 
as in former days, they still exist, as we 
all well know, and it is really a curious 
phenomenon that of the books published in 
a given year, the public sets upon one and 
makes it the ruling favorite. Oftentimes 
the favored book is not of uncommon ex- 
cellence, but it usually possesses some qual- 
ity of freshness or originality. Faster than 
it would seem that news could travel, the 
craze for this favored book appears in 
various parts of the country, and everyone 
is talking about it. Not to have read it is 
the great social sin. 

For the same reason, therefore, hee a 
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man will not appear in a straw hat after 
a certain date or that a woman nowadays, 
will not wear a high-necked gown, so does 
everyone talk now of Coué, now of mah 
jongg, now of cross-word puzzles. It is 
another form of the “gang” spirit that is so 
well recognized by all workers among the 
young. 

The reason for the waning of the craze, 
is equally easy to discover. It lies in the 
fact that we are unwilling to do anything 
in moderation. Cross word puzzles did 
not supersede either Coué or mah jongg. 
The great fad for Coué was destined to 
swift extinction regardless of whether an- 
other craze took its place or not. It was 
done to the death by over-enthusiasm— 
talked to death as it were. The most en- 
trancing melody loses its charm if played 
over and over and so by overdoing, we 
quickly dull the edge of interest in any 
form of activity that has become a fad. 
And because we cannot be moderate, the 
fad that for a time monopolizes our atten- 
tion after a while passes on to oblivion.

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The Education of a Retail Sales Force 


Recent Commerce Reports Bulletin Has a Complete Program 


Part II 


Effect on the Customer and the Community 


HE results obtained by stores now 

conducting systematic training courses 

have proved that it is worth while 
from the viewpoint of the retailer. The 
store must logically take the initiative in 
training its employees to become expert 
salesmen, therefore this report is concerned 
chiefly with facts showing that every re- 
tailer needs a force trained in a way con- 
sistent with the highest standards for his 
particular kind of store. 

The value of an efficient sales force, 
however, is not limited to the benefits 
which the store derives from it. ‘The pub- 
lic will also profit by any systematic train- 
ing of the sales force. Everyone in a 
civilized community uses merchandise sold 
in stores, and there are few who do not 
come in direct contact with sales clerks. 
Certainly it would be to the advantage of 
the retailer and the customer if all neces- 
sary information with regard to each book 
could be obtained from the clerk who sold 
the item. A reliable source of constructive 
information is valuable wherever found, 
and a sales force which understands what 
constitutes quality in books and which is 
instructed to tell the public what it is pur- 
chasing could well be considered a com- 
munity asset. ‘The retailer with such an 
intelligent personnel would be careful to 
carry stock which in reality represented 
“the best on the subject,” the purchaser 
would become a satisfied customer, and 
many satisfied customers would grow into 
a pleased community. On the other hand, 
when a person is told “Oh, yes; this is the 
best book for your purpose,” and that state- 
ment is based upon a wrong guess, the 
store may have as a result an “‘adjustment,” 
no sale, a lost customer, and, with fre- 
quent repetitions of this occurrence, a dis- 
satisfied community. 

The community as a whole is never 
fully informed of the intricate technicali-

ties of what it buys and is willing to pur- 
chase dependable sales service. In other 
words, the consuming public will pay more 
for merchandise if there is a good reason 
for a higher price. As a matter of fact, 
it is doubtful if the customer actually pays 
as much for good service as for poor 
service. The nation-wide attempt to re- 
duce retail prices thru the elimination of 
waste in distribution is a recognition of the 
fact that efficiency is economy; and the 
experience of retailers who are training 
their salesmen tends to prove that neither 
the store nor the public pays more for this 
service, inasmuch as the cost of training 
is more than offset by the economies 
brought about as a result of the efficiency 
of sales clerks. 


A customer who thinks that books cost 
too much is apt to blame the retailer for 
the high price, without considering the 
many processes thru -which they passed to 
the merchant for final distribution. ‘The 
salesman with a keen appreciation of the 
retailer’s problems may unconsciously do 
much toward preventing unjust charges of 
profiteering. One intelligent thought 
leads to another, and an honest, highly re- 
spected retailer with a well-trained sales 
force does not lack for tactful means of 
awakening the community to a realization 
that delivery of trifling purchases and the 
demand for a number of other unnecessary 
services is largely responsible for the high 
cost of living. 


The benefit which the public receives 
from an educated sales force is, of course, 
the sum total of useful service rendered 
to customers by the various clerks. A 
merchant who intends to train his clerks 
will be likely to use great care in selecting 
employees. Given the necessary attributes 
in the raw material, a store should be able 
to develop a valuable salesman whose in- 
terest in the retailing business will be an 
incentive to keep well supplied with ‘‘store 
knowledge.” 
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Benefit to the Sales Clerk 


The salesman in a retail store which has 
put into effect a systematic training course 
for its employees shares in the advantages 
which the store and community derives 
from the education of a retail sales force. 
In addition to that which has been men- 
tioned, the salesman receives special bene- 
fits, both direct and indirect. He profits 
thru his own opportunities for training 
and thru the progress made in the vocation 
which he has selected as a means of liveli- 
hood. 

At one time little more was expected of 
a clerk than that he be able to find the 
book requested and read the price tag at- 
tached to it. The public attitude toward 
“Just clerking” is being changed by the re- 
tailer’s growing tendency to employ no one 
who has not a good preliminary education 
or who fails to show evidences of natural 
ability to indicate that he can be store 
trained into an educated salesman. With 
this condition generally prevailing, the 
store will attract the best type of person 
for selling, and the trained, expert sales- 
man will be elevated to a position con- 
sistent with his increased value to the re- 
tailer, customer, and community. 


Methods of Instruction in Use 


In a small store the proprietor, manager, 
or some member of the firm will find many 
opportunities for controlling the training 
of the employees. There the educational 
work can be conducted quite as systematic- 
ally and in many cases more successfully 
than in the large department stores. The 
small store can provide sales demonstra- 
tions and conferences at regular intervals 
to develop economical tendencies, enthusi- 
asm, loyalty to the store, and general sales- 
manship efficiency. If the organization is 
not too large to make it possible for an 
executive to supervise personally the train- 
ing given, the results may often prove more 
effective than the system established in a 
store which must hire an expert from the 
outside. The small store can carry out 
much the same training as is given to one 
personnel group ‘in a large institution. 
Which type of store has the greater need 
for training its employees and the greater 
success in developing efficiency as a result 
of the educational program established de- 
pends upon many things, including the type 
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of clerks employed, personality of the di- 
rector, method of training decided upon, 
and the zeal and determination with which 
“store education” is undertaken. 

One of the newest developments in te- 
tail salesmanship training is the plan by 
which small stores are enabled to cooperate 
and secure for short periods the services 
of expert personnel supervisors at a rela- 
tively small expense. This plan is likely to 
be particularly satisfactory to retailers who 
have within their stores one or more sales- 
men particularly qualified to continue the 
work begun by the visiting expert.

The large stores have quite generally 
recognized the need of systematically edu- 
cating the employees to greater efficiency 
in selling. Educational departments under 
a personnel director who has several assist- 
ants is now an established feature of the 
big stores, and as a result wasteful errors 
in salesmanship are being discovered and 
corrected. Groups of employees report to 
the classroom regularly for instruction in 
the subjects outlined for their benefit. 

The length of time devoted to the in- 
struction of beginners varies with the de- 
mands and policies of the store. Often 
beginners spend several entire days in the 
classroom. After this preliminary instruc- 
tion the sales classes are usually held in the 
slack period of the morning. Whether the 
case, question and answer, or textbook 
method should be used can best be decided 
by the instructor in charge. 

Advanced classes, provided for those who 
elect to continue their classroom education 
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after completing the preliminary training, 
are as a rule well attended. ‘This indicates 
that the employees themselves realize the 
need of increased efficiency. 

Lectures by executives and _ buyers, 
demonstration sales by fellow employees, 
and trips to museums and factories are used 
to supplement the teaching of the educa- 
tional director. Systematic instruction usu- 
ally ends with courses given in the class- 
room, but personal effort should be stimu- 
lated and material should be provided for 
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those who are capable and willing to con- 
tinue their development. Experts from 
the outside, floor managers, and other ex- 
perienced salesmen can in many ways in- 
struct the clerks in continuing work be- 
gun in the classroom. House organs, read- 
ing lists, store libraries, review question- 
naires, special salesmanship reports, clubs, 
and sales contests all have their value in 
arousing enthusiasm for cooperating in the 
store’s success and the employee’s educa- 
tion.

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Trade Tools and How to Use Them 


The Advantages and Use of Reference Books—Subject of Fourth 
Bookselling Course Lecture 


depends so much as bookselling 

on the tools of its trade;” said 
Mr. Melcher in introducing Helen Bowlen 
of the Baker and Taylor Company, who 
delivered the fourth lecture of the Book- 
selling Course at City College, New York. 
Booksellers cannot begin to have in their 
heads the information called for every day. 
To attempt it would be foolish. But book- 
sellers should know how to use the tools 
with which the American book-trade is so 
abundantly supplied. They should be able 
to give customers complete and satisfactory 
information about a book’s various editions, 
publisher, price, etc. If it is out of print 
they should know it. 

Miss Bowlen, who spoke on the use of 
reference books, said that mis-statement of 
request was one of the most frequent and 
annoying “catches.” Inquirers will ask for 
a book under a sub-title, or give the illus- 
trator as the author. Because of this, 
several sources of information are often 
necessary. 

“The United States Catalog,” 1912, and 
Supplements, 1912-1917, 1918-1921, and 
1921-1924, are the most complete in- 
formers. ‘They are indexed by the author 
(his own name rather than his pseudonym), 
by title and by subject. The United States 
Catalog, tho, of course, quoting for most 
titles pre-war prices, is the most valuable of 
the trade tools. hen there is the Cumula- 
tive Book Index, the “Publishers’ Trade 
List Annual,” a compilation of the catalogs 
of American publishers and the Publish- 
ers Weekly, which has a weekly record 
of new publications and‘ four quarterly in- 
dexes of forthcoming books which are in 
constant use. 


Customers often ask for a book contain- 
ing a certain poem or containing a short 
story not indicated in the title and to meet 
this need booksellers should know, and own, 
if possible, Edith Granger’s “Index to 
Poetry and Recitations,’ Eastman’s “Index 
to Fairy Tales,’ Firkin’s “Short Story 


oN other industry or profession 


Index,” Wheeler’s “Dictionary of Noted 
Names in Fiction” and Logasa and Ver 
Nooy’s “Index to One-Act Plays.” 

For general information there are 
Chambers’s “Biographical Dictionary,” C. 
K. Adam’s “Manual of Historical Litera- 
ture,’ Allibone’s “Dictionary of English 
Literature and British and American 
Authors,” Larned’s “Literature of Ameri- 
can History,” Baker’s “Guide to Historical 
Fiction,” “Who’s Who in America,” Oscar 
Adam’s “Dictionary of American Authors,” 
and the ‘Dictionary of National Biog- 
raphy.” 

The Publishers Circular, with weekly 
and monthly lists, Whitaker’s “Reference 
Catalog” and the “English Catalog,” to- 
gether with “Who’s Who” should cover 
pretty well any information asked for about 
English books or authors. 

Finally there are two books which should 
be a part of every bookseller’s library be- 
cause of the general information they pro- 
vide, “The Bookman’s Manual” by Bessie 
Graham, the basis of which was her course 
in book salesmanship and John Holden’s 
“The Bookman’s Glossary,” a compendium 
of information relating to the production 
and distribution of books. 

“Reference work is not a burden,” said 
Mr. Melcher, in closing the lecture. “It’s 
a game, a hunt, and the harder the book is 
to locate the more interested you become 
and the more fun you get out of it. It’s a 
necessary part of bookselling—an obligation 
a bookstore has, not only to the customer, 
but to the author who wrote the book.”

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Easter Window Displays 


ON the opposite page are plans for two 

Easter window displays for the book- 
seller, which are both very attractive and 
easy to arrange. One has been designed 
by Knopf, for a new spring book “Fig- 
ures of the Passion of Our Lord” by 
Gabriel Miré. The background should be 
lavender crépe paper or cheesecloth, and 
have a gold cross against it. “The side 
walls are of purple crépe or cloth, the edges 
decorated with crépe paper Easter lilies. 
The vases should be yellow or green to 
carry out the color scheme effectively. 
The step can be easily made of boxes or 
shelves and should be covered with purple. 
Almost any type of candlestick can be used, 
brass, silver, colored glass and_ either 
colored or plain white candles. ‘The seven 
branched candlestick can be made easily of 
painted wood. ‘The window should not be 
overloaded with books, but a careful selec- 
tion should be made. 

The second window was designed by the 
Dennison Manufacturing Company. The 
center of the window is open and the back- 
ground at the left and right is covered 
with Dennison crépe No. 22 violet, or the 
back may be left completely open. ‘The 
sides and base of the windows are also 
covered with No. 22 crépe paper. Den- 
nison crépe No. 61, light amber, is draped 
from the top of the window to the base 
in the background indicated, and tubes of 
Dennison crépe No. 22 are also from the 
top of the window to the base and near 
the center. ‘he margins of the window 
are covered with tubes made of No. 61 
Dennison crépe, light amber. Light amber 
tubes are also extended at the sides as 
shown.

The latter plan is difficult to carry out, 
as the sales people in their rush to wait on 
the book buyer during busy hours of the 
day do not always think of it. We are 
hoping, however, by continued reminders to 
induce them to make it a point to place 
more advertising matter in each package. 

The above is written in appreciation of 
what the publishers are doing to help us 
distribute more books, we think their efforts 
should be acknowledged.
